He argued as to the acquisition of 
British America, and said the logic of that would 
be a Southern counterpoise, composed of the West 
Indies, Central America and Mexico, and thus the 
life of the nation might “be smothered by the 
enormous and crude masses which would be flung 
prematurely uponit. He appealed to Congress to
